INFANT SCHOOLS, 


It will not bo controverted that Aadit has a 
powerful agency in fixing early impressions, and in 
forming the character. Conversant for a time 
with any practice, good or evil, we accommo- 
date ourselves to it, by a sort of natural facility, 
until it insensibly grows into a habit, from which 
we find it difficult to disengage ourselves. 

Nearly allied to this, is the principle of imita- 
tion, which appears to stand in its connection 
with habit, in the relation of cause and effect. 
The former principle must exist prior to the lat- 
ter, since it is by repeated imitations that habits 
aro formed; and thus it Operates as a cause, by 
which an eflect is produced. : 

Every human being is placed within the in- 
fluence of a sphere in which this imitative faculty 
is brought into exercise, and he must necessarily 
receive his very form and pressure from the ob- 
jects and examples set before him. This is ma- 
nifest from the language, manners, and customs 
peculiar to different nations, as well as the local 
differences existmg in communities, and in those 
classifications arising out of the diversified em- 
ployments of men. 

No sooner does the eye open upon the light, 
than this faculty of imitation begina to exercise 
itself, and the infant mind, like the soft and 
yielding wax, is ready to receive the impression, 
the faculty of imitation, like the seal, imparts 
the stamp, and habit hardens it into fixedness and 
durability. 

There may be a few solitary instancos of per- 
sons, even among the neglected portion of the 
community, who, by a native vigour and energy 
of mind, rise above their conditions, and who, 
by forming new and better assoc jations, eradi- 
cate, in a great measure, those carly impressions; 
but these examples are rare, and only show us 
what the human mind would be cap able of, were 
it placed in circumstances favourable to the 
growth of virtue. 

If this is correct reasoning, wo noed not bo at 
a loss to account for the vicious and disorderly 
conduct which infests the community, nor need 
we remain ignorant of the course necessary to 
be pursued, im order to produco a sound and 
wholesome state of thines. 

To this end, a rational and general system of 
infantile instruction must be adopted: advantage 
must be taken of those two prine iples of ou 
imitation and habit, whi« h aro pow 
from want of duo restraint, the sources of incal- 
culable mischief; the «xarmple and pattern of 
evil and disorder, which are now placed before 
the eyes of the rising generation, must be ex- 
changed for those of an opposite character. 
The negiected portion of the community must 
be rescued from the debasing influence to which 
they are exposed, and taught, both by precept 
and example, to see, to admire, and to imitate 
the excellence and beauty of order and of virtue.

** Black is the sign of mourning,’’ says Rabo- 
lais, ** because it is the color of darkness, which 
is nelancholy, and the opposite to white, which 
is the color of light, of joy, and of happiness.’’ 

The early poets asseried that souls, after 
death, went into a dark and gloomy empire. 
Probably it is in consonance with this idea that 
they imagined black was the most congenial co- 
lor for mourning. The Chinese and the Siamese 
choose white, conceiving that the dead become 
beneficent genii. 

In Turkey, mourning is composed of Lluc or 
violet; in Ethiopia, of gray; and at the time of 
the invasion of Peru by the Spaniards, the in- 
habitants of that country woro it of mouse color. 
Amongst the Japanese, white is the sign of 
mourning and black of rejoicing. In Castile, 


mourning vestments were formerly of white 
serge. The Persians clothed themselves in 


brown, and they, their whole family, and all 
their animals, were shaved. In Lycia, the men 
wore female habiliments during the whole time 
of their mourning 

At Argos people dressed themselves in white 
and prepared large feasts and entertainments 
At Delos they eut off their hair, which was de

Egyptians tore thei bosomea, and covered their 
faces with mud, wearing clothes of the color of 
yellow, or of dead leave

Tho appellation of * Tuna’? was first adopt- 
ed in the middle ages, asa general title of honor 
to all the nations composing the two rincipal 
branches of Tartar and Mogul. The word 
“ Tar,”* as an adjective, signifios ** sublime and 
pre-ominent’’—as a eubstantive, it means “a 
governor.’’ 

Tux Divan.—This Stato-Council meets twice 
a week, in the Emperor's palace, on Sundays 
and Thursdays, The Grand Visier ie the pre- 
siding officer; the six Visiers of the bench, the 
Testerdar or High Treasurer, the Reis Effendi, 
the Commissioners of the Exchequer, and the 
military leaders, (the Agas,) compose the Di- 
van. The Sultan does not enter the room, but 
from an adjoinmg chamber ho hears all that 
passos, 

On great occasions a General Council is con- 
venod; all the leading persons of the empire are 
summoned—the clergy, the military, and other 
officers, and even the old and most experienced 
soldiers attend. Such a Divan is called “ Ajak 
Divani."’ 

Tue Grann Virten.—This officer receives 
his appomtment from the Sultan. He has the 
care of the whole empire; he manages the reve- 
nue, administers justice, (both in civil and crimi- 
nal affuirs,) and commands the armies, Upon 
his appointment, the Sultan puts into his hands 
the seal of the empire, which is the badge of his 
office, and which Ko always wears on his breast. 
His income amounts to six hundred thousand 
dollars a year, oxclusive of presents and other 
perqtusitos,

ORIGIN OF THERMAL SPRINGS,

beneath the crust of the earth. Mr. Bakewell 
in of opinion, that the thermal waters, found 
ameng the valloys of the Alps, originate from 
the subterranean fires which first elevated these 
enormous masses of rock by voleanic agency. 
But in the south-east departments of France, 
Clermont, Auvergne, Ke., where volcanic agen- 
cy has left unquestionable evidences of its eximt- 
enee, both as te the nature of the soil, and the 
general face of the country, warm springs are 
very common, It i therefore natural to infer 
@at, although the period in very remote at 
which these volcanic operations were in activity, 
the orginal cause of such agency ie still in ex- 
istonce. The hot eprings in Leeland,—the tem 
perature of which is, in one spot, upwards of 
200° Fahrenheit, are situate im the vieimity of 
one of the most active volcances in the world, 
and affords an addjtional proof, that these two 
natural phenomena have their origin inthe same 
sourco—permanent subterranean fires.

AFFAIRS OF PORTUGAL. 

There are many columns of articles, consist- 
ing of news and speculations, from Lisbon— 
bringing dates to the Lith of May. It appears 
that on the 3d, in the evening, Don Miguel is- 
sued a Decree for the convocation of the three 
estates of the kingdom. The next day the 
young Viscount de Santarem, addressed, in the 
name of the Regent an official letter to the Fo- 
reign Ministers, to announce to them the resolu- 
tion of the Regent, and to them with the De- 
erce of the preceding day. It is said that, on 
the Sth, the Members of the Diplomatic Body, 
including the Minister of Spain, had addressed a 
Note to the Infant Don Miguel, to inform him 
that their functions had ceased.—[The ‘* three 
estates of the Kingdom, convoked by the Sove- 
reign authority assembled in the Cortes, are 
alone competent legally to proclaim the Kings 
of Portugal.’’} 

It is fully confirmed, that the students and in- 
habitants at Coimbra, have proclaimed ‘*Don 
Miguel the First, Absolute King of Portugal.’’ 
In the night there was a spontancous illumina- 
tion of the whole city, and a great many stu- 
dents, and numbers of the people went about 
singing the Portuguese Hymn in the streets, and 
crying, ‘** Long live his Majesty Don Miguel, the 
first absolute King of Portugal, the Empress 
Queen, and the Royalists.”’ 

On_the 25th Don Miguel, Absolute King, was 
procRtimed at Aveiro with the greatest solemni- 
ty, and amidst the rejoicings of all the inhabi- 
tants. 

The Municipality ef Oporto, proclaimed Don 
Miguel on the evening of the 29th ult. but the 
garrison of the same city, as well as that of Bra- 
ga, have declared in favor of Don Pedre.. These 
two garrisons, amounting to about 3,0U0 men are 
decidedly disposed to support the cause of Don 
Pedro. Don Miguel and his partisans, have not 
yet attempted to adopt any measure against the 
disaffected troops. 

The public funds have fallen nine per cent. 
since the arrival of Don Migue!}, and still con- 
tinue to decline. 

On the 25th of April the British troops began 
to leave the Fort St. Julian. There are no 
} English troops in the Tower St. Lorenzo; and 
the last of the Briush army has consequently 
left. Portugal—worse off than they found it. 
‘The people will not be dragged out to free- 
dom.**-

value total of Imports wag $79,484,068 of 
which $74,965,496, was in American versk, 
$4,518,572 in foreign vessels: That the tot) 
value of Domestic Exports was $58,921 ,691~of 
which, $50,105,379, was in American Vessels, 
and $8,816,312, in foreign: That the total re- 
lue of Foreign Exports, was $23,403, 186—of 
which $21,987,165 was in American vessels, 
and $1,415,971 in Foreign—total value of For 
eign and Domestic Exports, $82,324,827. 
‘The Imports from England, Man and Ber- 
wick, amounted to $28,652,833, and the Ex- 
ports to the same, to $24,419,017. From France 
the Imports were $8,527,282, and the Exports 
to the same, $12,524,803. From Cuba, the 
Imports were 7,241,849; and 6,816,088 were ex- 
ported to the same.

CONTINUED THUNDER STORMS. 

We mentioned a thunder squall which passed 
over the city about 12 o’clock at noon yesterday. 
Another followed at 4 in the afternoon, and we 
have alrendy hadtwo to-day. At 12 yesterday, 
there wax one crash of thunder of remarkable 
severity. It struck the North Dutch Church in 
William street, but did little injury. The elec- 
tric fluid was seen to descend the conductor in a 
stream of fire, but it was so powerful as to break 
the rod, and it was thence attracted to the iron 
railing, which surrounds the church. The whole 
paling was instantly lighted up with a vivid blaze, 
and for a moment every projection of the iron- 
work seemed pointed with flame. It had a grand 
and beautiful appearance for the instant, and 
then discharged itself in the earth, on the Fulton 
street side. A portion of the fluid, however, was 
attracted into a hardware store in William street, 
where Mr. Jacob Cauldmell, a young gentleman, 
was struck down, and it became necessary to 
bleed him to restore animation. Several persons 
were knocked down by the concussion, and a 
paileman weighing twelve stone was thrown 
fom the side walk into the middle of the street, 
but without much injury. Much confusion was 
created by the shock, in the families in the neigh- 
borhood, and their houses were filled with a thick 
silphurous vapour. A tree at Corlaer’s Hook 
was also struck, and the bark torn off. 

The shower of Saturday afternoon, we are in- 
formed, extended about 40 miles along the Jer- 
sey shore, and in some places did considerable 
injury. A barn at Middletown, (N. J.) belong- 
ing to Mr. John Patterson, was struck by light- 
ning and burned to the ground.

On his cross @xamination he stated that he had 
neo club ua hie hand, and that the door was fast- 
ened with a hook and staple, which staple was 
forced out by his brother in entering.

The position in which Dimond was found, 
proved that he could not have been killed in the 
manner stated 7 this witness, as he was unable 
to explain how he fell in the door when it was 
fastened, and when he was knocked down in a 
distant part of the room. 

Considerable talent and ingenuity were dis- 
played in the defence, which was predicaied on 
the position that Evans acted in self-defence. 

After a consultation of more than half an 
hour, the jury returned a verdict of euitty. 

The prisoner, on being asked if he had aught 
to say why sentence should not, be passed, arose 
and stated that previous to the murder he had 
been told that the persons who entered the house 
had determined to ‘‘ turn him out of doors, and 
massacre him;’’ that he forbid their entrance, 
and braced himself against the door to prevent 
it; that they were armed with clubs, and used 
threatening gostures; and he then related the 

articulars of the murder nearly in the words of 
is witness, Benj. Rogers. He contended that 
he acted in self defence, and hoped for mercy. 

The court remarked, that though willing to 
consider every circumstance that might tend to 
mitigate his crime, they were compelled to say 
that this relation, though made at a time and 
under circumstances of peculiar solemnity, was 
at least improbable, and in many points in direct 
contradiction of positive testimony. 


A son of Evans, about 10 years of ago, whose 
testimony was not considered valid, on account 
of his ignorance of the existence of a God, 
stated that Benjamin Rogers, previous to the 
encounter, had sawed the hoe off the handle, 
with which weapon he knocked his brother 
down, and that Evans seconded him with his 
axe. Evans’s wife, we are told, gives a similar 
relation; and the club still retains some marks of 
blood. There are many who suppose, and some 
circumstances to justify the supposition, that 
Benj. Rogers and the mother were, before its 
occurrence, privy to the contemplated murder. 

Evans has formerly passed a noviciate in the 
state prison; and it appears that he gave fre- 
quent proofs of the brutality of his disposition in 
his family, having made two of his children 
cripples for life by aets of the most unnatural 
violence. His countenance is not remarkably 
expressive of the malignity so often shown im his 
life, though strongly indicative of that reckless- 
ness and hardihood so apparent in his career of 
crime, and which must Seavey all sympathy for 
his fate.

Bronson.

The facts, as they appeared on this trial, are 
substantially these: Evans lived ona piece of 
land owned by Le Ray, of which Wilbur Rogers 
had obtained a lease from the proprietor.
